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CONGRESSMAN KING 
LAUNCHES CAMPAIGN 
TO 'OUTLAW REDS

California Congressman Cecil 
R. King last week launched a 
new campaign to "outlaw" the 
Communist party in the Uniter 
States and label its members as 
criminals and traitors. . 
. The Red conspiracy in this 
country may prove more dan 
gerouR than an armed foe, the 
Southern California legislator 
warned as he called for action 
on a national Irvel to curtail 
the activities of those who 
would destroy our government 
by force and violence.

The usual criticism of such 
a step, that, it would send the 
Communists underground, is not 
valid. King told a. meeting of 
the South Bay American Legiofi 
Post 184. because the party al­ 
ready is an underground organ­ 
ization "and has boen for years."

The veteran congressman cen­ 
tered his remarks around a bill 
(H. R. 5941) which he Lntro- 
duced in the House of Represen­ 
tatives last June and" now under 
study by the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. The measure will be acted 
on at the next session of Con­ 
gress.

A companion measure was In­ 
troduced in the Senate by Sena­ 
tor Margaret Chase Smith 
(R-Maine).

Another oft -heard argument 
flgainst national legislation to 
brand the Communists as trait- 
<>rs, that. It would be "an 
abridgement of our Constitu­ 
tional liberties" likewise was at­ 
tacked by the lawmaker^ as 
groundless.

Not Unconstitutional
"Our Constitution and the 

Bill of Rights," he declared em­ 
phatically, "does not guarantee 
the right of espionage or sabo­ 
tage, or the right to dlsnupt our 
freedoms in the service of a dic­ 
tatorship which denies all free­ 
doms."

Court Decision
Congressman King cited U.S. 

Supreme Court decisions that 
found "the general goal of the 
Communist Party was to 
achieve a successful overthrow 
of the existing order by force 
dnd violence." He also told of 
a Supreme Court finding that 
"affirmed the general power of 
Congress to legislate against ac­ 
tivities looking to the overthrow 
of the Government of the United 
States."

The Legionnaire Congress- 
man, who as a member of the 
California legislature first 
voted to outlaw the Communist 
Party 14 years ago, Is now a 
ranking member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
As chairman of the King Com­ 
mittee in the 82nd Congress he 
gained national recognition for 
his work in cleaning up cor­ 
ruption in the Bureau of Inter­ 
nal Revenue.

Inconsistent
King stated that under cur­ 

rant security regulations, a 
Communist or a former Com­ 
munist cannot hold a federal 
Job, but a Communist can still 
legally run for the office of 
President of the United States. 
"Such an inconsistency should 
certainly be eliminated," he de­ 
clared.

"The Communist. Party of the 
United States," King said, "is 
not in any way a movement de­ 
serving the protection of the 
Bill of Rights."

"Communists in the United 
States are not members of a 
political party seeking to estab­ 
lish a new form of government, 
of. for and by the people of the 
United States,   but rather are 
revolutionary conspirators di­ 
rected by and In the Interest of 
a foreign government."

The Congressman is seeking 
public support from all organ­ 
izations and individuals for the 
prompt enactment of his bill 
\vhen Congress convenes next 
month.
. King's measure Is the only 
one before the House of Repre­ 
sentatives that seeks to outlaw 
;the Communist Party In the 

States.

Copt. Kline

HEARING 
SET FOR 
JANUARY

Capt. Arnold R. Kline's hear 
ing on charges of converting 
government property to his own 
use while commandant of the 
Navy Supply Depot, Torrande 
Branch was postponed last 
week till January 25, 1954 in 
order to permit Captain Kline 
and his counsel to gather more 
detailed information.

At a previous hearing, the 
officer lost one round and won 
another when Federal Judge 
Harry C. West over denied a 
motion to quash the indict- 
menf but ruled In favor of 
Captain Kline's demand for a 
bill of particulars itemizing 
materials and labor contained 
in the charges.

The indictment charges that 
while directing the depot Cap- 
trfin Kline ordered civilian me­ 
chanics to overhaul the engines 
of three automobiles and one 
jeep owned by him, also had 
government tires installed on 
the vehicles.

In addition, the indictment 
said the captain had Navy civil­ 
ian personnel reupholster per­ 
sonal furniture and Install cab­ 
inets in his home.

Defense Attorney Joseph 
Stone, in arguing the motion to 
quash, declared that the indict­ 
ment was not backed up by suf­ 
ficient evidence to support it.

The bill of particulars is to be 
prepared by Assistant U.S. At­ 
torney Manuel L. Real of San 
Pedro, who is prosecuting the 
case, Real put up stiff opposi­ 
tion to the court order for the 
written details of the charges.

But Judge West over ruled 
that the particulars were essen­ 
tial in determining whether or 
not the charges would consti­ 
tute a misdemeanor or a felony.

The court said that if labor 
materials involve cost, more 
than $100. then the alleged of- 
fense would be a felony; if 
under $100, a misdemeanor.

Headed by Fay Parks, the 
committee studied the method, 
used to prevent tooth decay in 
children, for several weeks be 
fore disclosing its recommenda­ 
tion.

The committee official said 
that It would take 10 or 12 
years to determine what the 
effects of fluoridatton of the 
water would he, and that they 
felt it would he unwise to test 
the method until more conclu­ 
sive evidence is available.

Conflicting medical testimony 
on the subject both defends 
and opposes fluoridatton as 
advisable.

Thn committee hinted that it 
might be wise to consider the 
fluoridation later "in 10 to 12 
years."

Dr. Gerald Eastman and J. H.
